DETROT. May 17.—- .Hundreds of 


aliens, denied admission to the Lmt- 
ed States through legal channels, are 
"bootlegged" acrois the -Detroit and 
St. Clair Rivers every night, declares 
P. L,. Prentis. in charge of the llth 
immigration district. 


He does not atteAipt to estimate 


the number smuggled across the line 
each- year* through Detroit, .which is 
believed to be one of the principal 
centers forNuch activities- 


Several methods are used to "boot- 
leg" aliens into the United States. 


A known ring on the Canadian side 


transports aliens at from $10 to $25 
a head acrosa the. river, in email boats. 


These smugglers have recently be- 


come so bold that/hey carry on their 
operations in 'broad dalylight. 


Other aliens effect an'entrance by 
posing as American citizens when they 
arrive on the numerous ferry boats 
plying between Detroit and Canada. 
These ferries carry monthly 500,- 


000 passengers. 
Great numbers'of other foreigners 


are hidden in 'box cars on the Canadi- 
an side, and, after passing through 
the Michigan Central Railroad tunnel 
under the Detroit River, make good 
their escape hundreds of miles from 
the bodrer. 
Dr. Prentis says he is powerless to 


check this "back door" entrance.

IS SET IN MOTION TO 


ADMINISTER BONUS LAW 


Veterans Bureau Ready to 


Handle Its Share of Work, 
Hihes Announces—How 
Two Parties Lined Up in 
Vote. 


<Br Th« 
WASHINGTON, May 20.—Govern- 


ment machinery was in motion today 
to administer the soldier bonus law. 
finally enacted yesterday when the 
Senate followed in the foot-steps of 
the House and repassed the bill over 
President Coolidge's veto. 
While the five-year-fight for the 


bonus has been increasing in intensity 
during the last two years, consider- 
able preliminary preparation has been 
made by the departments affected to 
carry out the provisions of such a 
bill.Director Hineu of the Veterans Bu- 
reau, which will have direct control 
over administration of the law. de- 
clarer! today the bureau was ready to 
handle its share of the work. , 
The law, which applies to more 
than 4^)00,000 world war veterans, 
and their -dependents, provides for 
cash payments to veterans not en- 
titled to more- than $50 in adjusted 
service credit and paid up 20-year en- 
dowment -insurance policies to others. 
.The Insurdce policies will not be Is- 
sued before next January 1 while the 
cash payments fall due after 
next 


March 1. 
President Coolidge's veto was over- 


ridden yesterday by the Senate. 59 to 
26. after one of his biggest contests 
with the legislative branch of the 
government. 
His supporters lacked 


two votes of the one-third necessary 
to sustain a veto. 
The House had 


overridden, the veto b-"" a margin of 
52 votes over the required two-thirds 
majority. 
Contributing to defeat of the veto 


were several Republican leaders, in- 
cluding Senator Lodge, Massachusetts, 
the floor leader and Senator Curtis, 
Kansas, whip, and assistant learler. 
who also 'sponsored the bill in the 
Senate. Thirty Republicans, 27 Dem- 
ocrats and the two farmer-labor sen- 
ators voted against the veto while 17 
Republicans and 9 Democrats gave it 
support. 
Both the army and naw depart- 


ments will be required to pass on the 
applications of veterans for the bonus, 
which must be filed before January 
1. 1928.

Measure is universal 
The first consideration, therefore, in 
.he construction of a Swing, is safety 
A swing should be bunt hy a good 
workman. Iron pipe is preferable for 
the framework, but with care a safe 
and substantial swing frame may be 
built of wood at a considerable sav- 
ng 
Ten feet is a. good height 
The 
seat should be 20 inches from the 
Tound. 
The 
accompanying eketch 
indi- 
cates a safe method of construction. 


Material for frame: 
Two pieces, 4 inches by 4 inches 


bv 13 feet (uprights ) 
Four pieces. 2 inches bv 4 inches 


by 8 feet (braces ) 
One piece, 4 inches by 4 inches by, 


6 feet (cross bar ) 
One pound Xo. 20 casing nails 
(Approximate cost. J3-50 ) 
The 
joints 
should 
be mortised, 


bound with band iron, or braced with 
2 bv 4 inch cleats. 
If an iron frame is desired.

following materials are needed: 
Two pieces 3 inch pipe, 13 feet.

Danville Democrats will meet at the 


Municipal hall on Tuesday. May 27th 
—one week 
from tonight—(or the 


purpose of selecting the city's quota 
of nineteen delegate* to the Norfolk 
State convention of the party In June. 
The meeting will be held at 8 o'clock 
one week from tonight and will be 
called to order rr- city Chairman Mal- 
colm K. Harris. A chairman will then 
be selected and a secretary or secre- 
taries. «-d the meeting will be ready 
for business. 


No suggestion has yet been made as 


to the plan of aoportlonlng the dele- 
gates among the wards, for it Is re- 
garded as likely that such a division of 
these honors will be made'as has been 
the case for years past. The selection 
of three delegates from each ward and 
one from the city at large would make 
up the nineteen, unless some other 
plan Is proposed. 


The delegates chosen will probably 


be empowered to select their own al- 
ternates, and the usual rule Is to adopt 
resolution authorizing and empower- 


in* those delegates attending the con- 
vention to cast all the nineteen votes. 
Whether the State convention will un- 
dertake to pass a resolution instruct- 
ing the delegates for some candidate 
for the presidency or not Is uncertain, 
but the body at Norfolk will in all 
probability instruct the Virginia dele- 
gation at New York to vote for Sena- 
tor Carter Glass when his name is 
brought before the convention. 


The city convention next Tuesday 


may or may not designate a resolu-

THE LAW'S DELAYS 


The golden rule of all business and 


trade is that familiar adage "fair ex 
change is no robbery." 
Familiarity 


with this history-old rule has bred 
Increasing faith in it rather than con 
tempt. The world recognizes the ex 
istence of auch a thing aa "fair ex 
change," and with'the passing of the 
years the tendency has been more an< 
more toward the realization of fai 
exchange values. 


Nothing is more erroneous than th< 


often-heard remark that trade Is onl; 
for merchants, that the consumer has 
no participation 
in businees. 
The 


truth is that both sides of every tran- 
saction are tradesmen. 
The customer 


exchanges money for the goods of the 
merchant. The employe trades labor 
for the capital of the employer. The 
manufacture trades his product* for 


* the capital of the storekeeper. 
One 


nation exchanges its products 
far 


those of another nation. 


Trade was called bartering among 


the ancients arid the barbarians and 
their market was the bazaar. The in- 
dividuals of the village* and 
the 


camps bartered among each other. 
there was bartering among the com- 
munities of each country, and there 
was bartering through 
ships and 


caravans between the most ancient of 
nations. Bartering exists today on a 
much greater and more scientific plan 
than it did in earlier times, but every 
human being is now, as then, engaged 
in bartering. 


In Chin* they still have an ancient 


aw by which, when a bank fails, the 
banker is beheaded. 
Thl* may eeem 


barbarous to some American*. 
But 


only one bank has failed in China in 
over 400 year*. 


Strict enforcement of the law, re- 


gardle** of the wealth and influence 
of the lawbreaker, alway* ha* a ten- 
lency to 
prevent 
crime. 
And 
It 


make* the government more aubetan- 
ial and enduring, for a government U 
built on quicksands when the people 
do not have confidence in the in- 
tegrity and impartial justice of courts. 


We have in mind, in particular, the 


excellent public service performed by 
Judge Jewe D. Wall of Kansa* in sen- 
tencing the convicted president of a 
defunct bank to 45 year* in prison 
and $45,000 fine. 
This was the* abso- 


lute limit possible under the law. 


There can be no firm public confi- 


dence in the court* when the rich, by 
reason of being able' to hire lawyers 
who find loopholes in the law and 
methods of delay, have the advantage 
over defendant* whose puree cannot 
afford such costly but effective dodg- 
ing. 


The courts themselves are theore- 


tically impartial as to the wealth or 
poverty of defendants. 
So are 
the 


laws. The trouble i*, the laws are full 
of loopholes. 


These loopholes fiequently are in 


the nature of intended safeguards for 
people accused of crimes. But, given 
a rich client, a shrewd lawyer can find 
enough of these loopholes to delay a 
case almost interminably. 
The poor 


man cannot afford such lawyers. 


One great weakness of our laws— 


and a weakness that is employed to 
keep rich offenders out of jail, is our 


procedure of abiding by tech- 


nicalities of the law rather than the 
plain meaning and Intent of the law. 


By citing precedents and starting 


arguments, the rich man's lawyer bat- 
tle* over the interpretation and tech- 
nicalltie* of the law itself, even more 
than the question of guilt or inno- 
cence. 


We need simpler" laws, quicker jus- 


tice—and more judge* like Wall, in- 
exorably going hammer and tongs 
after offenders regardless of wealth 
and standing.

DiKlnfecuuito In the Air. 


The effect of disinfecting cas*a In 


the air has Ion* been a matter of con- 
troversy. 


On the one hand, the court* every 


now and then record the complaint of 
some man who claims that he has de- 
veloped consumption or has broken 
down in some other way because he 
has to breathe sulphurous acid gams 
around some mine or smelter or corn 
products factory, or chlorine or creo- 
bute around another kind of factory, 
or mustard gas or tear gas in the war. 


On the other hand, there are many 


who claim that the fumes around gas 
plants, sulphur works, and chlorine 
factories protect the health of those 
who breathe them. 
The claims 'of 


power to protect were insistent dur- 
ing tne great influenza epidemic, es- 
pecially an to the protective power of 
sulphur and chlorine. 


At the chlorine plant of the Edge- 


wood arsenal during this wave it was 
aaid all 
operatives escaped, though 


employes m other departments paid 
Che prevailing toll. This information 
caused the medical department to in- 
vestigate, with the following results. 


They found that thirteen diaeajie- 


producing bacilli, of which eight are 
commonly air 
borne, were 
readily 


killed in tube cultures by air that con- 
tained a small amount of chlorine. 


Second, in order to kill it was nec- 


essary to have an animal breathe a 
mixture of chlorine In air three part* 
in one thousand. 


The human-nose and lungs could 


tolerate three parts per ten thousand 
for a few seconds; forty-eight parts 
per million produced irritation of the 
throat if breathed for three minutes- 
In a mixture of ten parts per million 
the odor of chlorine could be plainly 
perceived.
